But it Failed Because he Was 


Not a Business Man 


( By United Pre«».) 
New York, 
August 8.— About 94 
per cent of the 
railway trainmen 
affiliated with the four brotherhoods 
have voted in favor of a strike, it 
was formally announced here today 
after the vote had been canvassed. 
The count represents the decision 
of about 400,000 railway employes 
of 225 railroads with a mileage 
of 
about 260,000, or practically every 
ine in the ITiited States. 
By 
an 
overwhelming 
majority 
members of the other three employes 
organizations rallied to the support 
of the brakemen 
who demanded an 
eight hour day and 
time and one- 
half for overtime. 
The result of the 
vote 
was an­ 
nounced today when 
heads ot 
the 
four brotherhoods met with repres­ 
entatives of the railroads. 
Confer­ 
ees representing the two sides then 
went into a lengthy discussion of the 
attitude taken bv the men.

of the work 
of Johann 
Heinrich 
’estalozzi, the noted Swiss reform­ 
er in education, and held him up as 
the example of a man who died with­ 
out witnessing his sueess. 
His lec­ 
ture this morning was to show the 
advantages to lie 
gained 
by 
the 
teachers in the study of history of 
education. 
Dr. Ellis declared 
that 
in 
this 
country success in life is generally 
iased in terms of money, but point­ 
ed out that Pestalozzi was a success 
in the educational world, although 
te died believing himself a failure. 
This belief 
in failure to him 
was 
strong because he had failed 
at 
preaching, farming and at law. 
Pestalozzi’s great 
influence 
in 
*ducation was probably beqause 
he 
lad a wonderful mother,” said 
Dr. 
Cllis. 
“His mother gave up a great 
leal that her boys might he educa­ 
ted. hut his greatest qualifications 
is a teacher was that for teaching 
hildren. 
His was not the big head 
nit the big heart. Pestalozzi was 
ike Lincoln in that T am not bound 
to win but am bound to be true.’ ” 
The success of Prussia in the ed- 
ucational 
world 
and 
the 
great 
brides made 
by the people 
in all 
»ranches of work is made possible 
by this Swiss reformer, according 
to Dr. Ellis. Pestalozzi wrote a book 
entitled 
“Leonard and 
Gertrude” 
and 
this 
book 
interested 
Queen 
Louise. At the time Prussia had been 
badly beaten by France under Napo­ 
leon and Queen Louise 
saw 
the 
needs of educating her people. 
With this in view, according to Dr. 
Ellis, she 
sent 
seventeen men 
to 
Pestalozzi’^, school and they in turn 
carried his teachings to the people 
of Prussia. 
“The good of this edu 
cation is quite manifest even today. 
Although we may not agree with the 
German cause in this great war, we 
cannot help but 
admire 
her skill, 
which is based 
on the theory tha1: 
education is the only way by which 
people may be uplifted 
and deve­ 
loped,” said“ the speaker. 
“Pestalozzi,” 
said 
Dr. 
^llis, 
“boasted 
that he had 
not 
read a 
book for eight years, and yet he was 
a great educator. 
He 
began 
the 
fir^t industrial school the world ha 
nown. 
It 
is 
true 
his industria 
school failed because he was not a 
business man. He waited eight years 
for something to come to him and in 
this period wrote “Leonard and Ger­ 
trude," a most remarkable book. The 
eccentricities of this man impressec 
the minds of his pupils.” 
Dr. Ellis related several 
stories 
that have been 
told 
of Pestalozzi 
showing that while his methods were 
novel they were stable and while he 
did not succeed 
as far 
as money 
was concerned he became noted 
as, 
an educator and would be a good ex­ 
ample for many teachers of today 
to follow. 
Miss Lampkin gave a series of 
readings to the teachers this morn­ 
ing, illustrating 
stories that could 
well be told in the class rooms. 
Prof. Ogden continued his lectures 
on proper breathing, speaking this 
morning on physical culture.

They attacked on a 17-mile front, 
crumpling in the Austro-German line 
and capturing tlie town of Tlumaez, 
fifteen miles southeast of Stanislau 
and surrounding the heights. 
The German war office thte after­ 
noon admitted a German retirement 
on a front of near fifteen miles.

Germans on the north were preparec 
and the high plateau 
over which 
their lines ran 
was 
a formidable 
obstacle to any 
advance.

the 
southern part the ground was eas 
ier, the enemy 
weaker 
and a rea 
surprise was achieved. 
The British^ objective in the north 
the enemy’s first position, except al 
one or two points, was not attain 
ed. 
Villages were 
blotted 
out and 
miles of country reduced to the ap 
pearance of a ploughed field by the 
Allied bombardment, 
but the Ger­ 
man guns, well hidden behind the 
ridges wTere intact and before 
the 
hour oame for the British to cross 
their parapets they opened a count­ 
er bombardment on the British first 
line. 
That line was largely destroy 
ed, but the British infantry, under a 
devastating artillery fire, 
advanced 
steadily' across No Man’s Land be 
tween the lines. 
Then 
the Germn first 
trenches 
awoke. Their occupants had retreat­ 
ed to the deepest dug-outs, 
some­ 
times fifty 
feet below 
the ground. 
They now 
appeared 
and 
manned 
their front lines, firing with machine 
guns and 
automatic 
rifles. 
Both 
sides showed the most conspicuous 
gallantry. 
The attack as a whole was broken 
up before it reached the German fir­ 
ing line. Whole battalions disappear­ 
ed as fighting units. By the evening 
of the first day the enemy’s position 
in the northern section was unsha­ 
ken. 
It was 
different 
in 
the south. 
There the Allies had the benefit of 
a real surprise. 
The German reply 
to their bombarefment was feeble. 
In some places the initial bombard­ 
ment seemed to have destroyed re­ 
sistance, 
and the attack advanced 
with 
scarcely 
a casualty 
across 
trenches filled with German dead. In 
a few hours 
the immediate 
objec­ 
tive'w as completely attained.

the German first position wTas

ried on a front of more than twelve 
miles. One French regiment had only 
two wounded, and the casualties of 
one whole corps were under 800.

ducting the fight against the blister 
rust. 
“By the quarantine order im­ 
portation of white or other five-leaf 
pines from outside the 
state 
into 
Wisconsin is absolutely prohibited.”

trouble to frank them out. 
Janitors and building superinten­ 
dents complain 
that 
whole 
base­ 
ments are literally filled with virtual 
waste paper, so that the government 
las to rent additional space to store 
coal and wood. 


Private manufacturing firms, act­ 
ing in collusion with Senators 
and 
members, 
have 
had 
printed

’ranked at public expense “puffs”— 
virtual ads though described as “ex- 


positions”-r-of their plants, factor­ 
ies and industries. 
The present rules of both houses 
a re:

Sixteen hundred are 
automatically struck off; thereafter 
the Senator—or the man he is aiding

On a “leave to print” in the Re­ 
cord, campaign text hooks, works on 
various religions,

them, are frankable. It took an un­ 
usual storm in the Senate to prevent

A member may say “Mr. President 
T ask leave to extend my remarks 
in the Record,” and then write 
at 
any length on anything. 
The new bill provides for cutting

Is Strong for Americanism but Warns 


Against Militarism— Pleased 


With Prohibition.

Frank Hanly, 
former 
Republican 
governor of Indiana and recently the 
candidate of the Indiana Progressive 
party for governor, today was for­ 
mally notified of his nomination as a 
candidate for President of the Unit­ 
ed States by the Prohibition party. 
Dr. Ira Landrith of Boston shortly 
afterward received 
notification of, 
his nomination for vice-president by I 
the Prohibitionists. 
The ceremonies I 
were held on the lawn of the Hanly 
home, beginning at 2 p. m. Early in 
his speech of acceptance Hanly de­ 
clared that he neither approved n o r! 
accepted the 
initiave, 
referendum ( 
and recall plank adopted by the na­ 
tional convention at St. Paul. 
“There is one plank, not reported 
by the committee on resolution, but 
adopted by the convention, which I 
neither approve nor accept; 
which 
I cannot defend in the campaign; 
which, if elected, I would oppose, 
and which, if brought to me as a 
proposed law I would veto,” said 
Hanlv, and he quoted the following 
plank: 
“We favor the initiative, referen­ 
dum and recall.” 
Hanly declared that wherever these 
principals of government have ob­ 
tained, “they 
have 
wrought 
con­ 
fusion and harm” and that where- 
ever they have been applied to the 
amendment .of 
constitution 
“they 
have made the solemn and organic 
charter liquid as water and volatile j 
as oil.” 
“In 
my 
opinion,” 
said 
Hanly, 
“nothing could be fraught with great­ 
er peril to state and national prohibi­ 
tion of the 
traffic in 
intoxicating 
liquors than the application of these, 
three principals to the 
state and f 
national governments.” 
Hanly’s expression on this plank 
was awaited with itnerest, for he re­ 
fused the progressive nomination for 
governor on the grounds that the 
platform bore an initiative, referen­ 
dum party platform on other points, 
discussing each plank at some length. 
Concerning the Mexican 
plank, 
Hanly declared that in Mexico, “we 
are failing and have long failed” to 
assure and guarantee the lives and 
property of the European citizens. 
“To meet this duty in the case of 
Haiti and San Domingo has been easy 
and we have met it,” said Hanly. “To 
meet it in the case of Mexico has 
been difficult and we have shirked it, 
pursuing a policy of indication and 
of meddlesome laissez faire.” 
Hanly 
declared 
that 
American 
lives in Mexico must be 
protected 
and a stable government be establish­ 
ed “though armed intervention be re­ 
quired to establish it.” He said the 
spectacle of an American army en­ 
gaged in a man hunt in Mexico is 
not enobling and that no American 
soldier should have been landed at 
Vera Cruz, or permitted to cross the 
border “except with the clear pur­ 
pose frankly expressed of establish­ 
ing law and ord’er and a responsible 
government there.” 
Hanly came out strong for Ameri­ 
canism, but warned against militar­ 
ism in too great preparedness. 
He 
said that so far as. a crisis in Amer­ 
ican life is concerned it will make 
absolutely 
no difference whether 
Hughes or Wilson is 
elected. 
He 
said both are intensely American and 
jealous of the nation’s honor; 
that 
both love 
peace, but that 
either 
would sacrifice it to save the nation’s 
honor. “There is no crisis,” he said. 
Hanly outlined how he has stood 
for prohibition for many years, seek­ 
ing first, to gain it through the Re­ 
publican 
party. 
His 
prohibition 
plank, though first, was not extend­ 
ed, but was shorter than his state­ 
ment on Mexico.
